Two modem foreign langu 
ages, French and Spanish, are 
now being offered at the Uni¬ 
versity of Tennessee, Martin 
Branch, and a third is being 
considered. 

These languages are being 
built up each year with the ad 
dition of new courses. The 
third year in French was of¬ 
fered for the first time last 
year, and a second year Span¬ 
ish class is being offered for 
the first time this year. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Muriel Tomlin¬ 
son, chairman of modem lan¬ 
guages, it is necessary to build 
up French and Spanish before 
offering another foreign lan¬ 
guage. There are tentative 
plans to add a third year in 
Spanish next year, and even¬ 
tually to add German as a 
third foreign language. 

The Liberal Arts Depart¬ 
ment requires three years in 
a foreign language for a Bach¬ 
elor of Arts Degree and two 
years for a Bachelor of Sci¬ 
ence Degree.

Tomlinson said.
